COME AS IT SHOULD? 


“HERE ARE THOSE WHO BELIEVE that not until the 
backward, unprogressive homesteader moves out or sells 
_ to an experienced farmer will the country go ahead as it 
should, and with certain exceptions there is considerable truth 
in the belief. It is certain that many homeateaders who 
come into this western country are without inoney with which 
to carry on extensive operations, and for that reason the land 
and country both suffer asa result. 


_A new. arrival into the country oftentimes is lured by the 


homestead, providing he thiftks hé will become 
gamble of staking $10 against a free quarter 
section‘in three years, He goes onto the land without much 
money, and in many cases, none, starts m with a yoke of oxen 
and builds a sod shuck. His methods are not such ae to indi- 
cate that he will become a prosperous settler for sometime, 
Many times it is true that all that is hoped for is patent rights, 
which, when granted by the government, will enable him to 
secure a loan on easy payments. The loan is made, the home- 
eteader having performed-his duties then allows his land vo 
lie idle with the hope of selling before he is obliged to meet 
instalments on principle. - 

With such a class of people, it can readily be seen that the 
sooner they move out or sell the better it will be for the coun- 
try asawhole. It,is refreshing, however, to note that the 
Wainyright district has but a few of such men. But even at 
that this district has yet too mapvy who are looking for some- 
thing’ ‘for nothing, and who are not even willing to do anything 
for themselves. The country should be and would be well tid 
of them, unless they show change for the better,
